This latest release of SnuopllOS is miles 
better than the previous release and light 
years ahead ol any rivals. Programs of this type 
used lo be difficult lo use bin lakh has put ,i 
great deal of effort into ensuring thai 
SntwfiDQfi J.O is very easy. Boasting a new 
Workbench 2. 0-rom pliant user interface, 
SnoopDOS 3.0 is one utility your Amiga 
shouldn't be without. 

Snon/iDOS 3.0 is surprisingly simple to use. 
Just double-clirk on the SnoopDOS 3. icon 
and a window appears on your Workbench 
screen. Al hrsi. this window is empty but when 
you attempt to load a program from the 
Workbench, each disk or library operation 
lhat the program attempts to perform is listed

BUTTON MENU 

There are plenty of utilities available that 
enable yon to run programs from the 

Workbench "ill r liming In wade through 

tile directory structure of your hard disk - 
.l/i,VU'"" and I in'h[hi,-m'in being jusl iwu. 
These work by appending additional menu 
items in the Workbench Tools pull-down 
menu which is great if you like messing 
around with pull-down menus, but not so 
good if your mouse is a little dodgy (there's 
nothing more annoying than accidentally 
loading the wrong program). 



Instead, Button Menu allows you to create 
menus (yes, you ran have more than one) in 
the form ofWorkhenrh windows full of 
g;idgeis. each ol which can lie set up to run a 
|iarlirul;u program when you click on them. 

Two programs are provided (although you 
ran only see one from die Workbench) - 
ISiiiM,'iiuIOIit (the button menu editor utility) 
and HMX (a Shell-based utility that displays 
your buttons). Once you've defined your 
buttons with the Button Editor utility you 
then simply add a line to your Startup- 
Sequence and yocu Workbench menu window 
appears each nine yon boot up your Amiga. 

Button Menu is quite a complex program 
to use so it's well worth taking the lime to lead 
the documentation file that comes with it 
thoroughly. Belter still, print it out. One last 
thing- before the Button Mm a editor utility 
tButMrnuEdit) will run, yon need to install the 
Reqtools library on to your Workbench disk.

working mouse conirollci dues render the 
Amiga's Workbench - and indeed most 
serious applications - rather useless. 

Mnuseliut provides a temporaiy solution In 
this problem by allowing you to use your 
joystick to move the mouse pointer around 
the screen. Simply i cm litis program, connect 
a joystick to control port I and the mouse 
pointer should move in response to joystick 
control. You can select icons loo simply by 
pressing the lire button. 

Unfortunately. MouseEm doesn't enable 
you to access the ligln mouse button with vour 
joystick - if you need to access a pull-down 

menu while MuiisrEm is v ting, hold down 

the left Amiga key and right Alt key 
simultaneously to mimic the right mouse 
button. Clever, eh.
